You'll never 
read a more pointed, plain sermon 
than this sermon delivered by Je- 
sus Christ.

.It would be bad enough if Chris- 
tian people were ever guilty of 
shutting up the gates of Heaven 
against men who were not inter- 
ested in being saved; but here 
were people who were guilty of 
shutting up the gates of Heaven 
against people who were trying to 
be saved and who were interested 
in entering Heaven. 

Matthew 23 reveals at least five 
ways that any Christian could be 
guilty of shutting up the gates of 
Heaven against people who are in- 
terested in entering therein. 


I. By Lip Service Only 
In verse 3 Jesus said, “All there- 
fore whatsoever they bid you ob- 
serve, that observe and do; but do 
not ye after their works: for they 
say, and do not.” Jesus said these 
religious people were guilty of lip

service but not of doing what they 
talked as if they were doing and 
what they knew that Christians 
ought to do. 

In the book of James we read, 
“Therefore to him that knoweth to 
do good, and doeth it not, to him 
it is sin.’ Jesus was talking about 
these same folks in Matthew 15:8, 
“This people draweth nigh unto 
me with their mouth, and honour- 
eth me with their lips; but their 
heart is far from me.” They were 


the kind of people who sang, “Oh, 
how I love Jesus,” and “T’'ll go 
where you want me to go,” but 
wouldn’t go where God wanted 


them to go and wouldn’t do what 
God wanted them to do. Theirs 
was lip service; their hearts 
weren't in it. They did not back 
up what they said by their service 
and their works. 

I am reminded of a lady who 
was giving a testimony in a pray- 
er meeting one night.

about it. I suppose I have the 
library of the average minister, yet

Martin Luther thought and vig- 
orqusly taught that the pope in 
his day was the Antichrist, and 
fulfilled the Scriptures looking to 
Christ’s return. He was not clear 
on all premillennial truth and he 
was wrong in thinking that the 
pope was the Antichrist, and that 
the end of the age was at hand.

: | Without repentance there could be 


no faith, and without faith there 
could be no possession of real spir- 
itual life. ‘Therefore, the empha- 
sis is necessary. “Repentance to- 
ward God, and faith toward our 
Lord Jesus Christ.” 


Paul was a marvelous preach- 
er—marvelous in more ways than 
one, He was a tireless preacher. 
He says that at all seasons he did 
not hesitate to declare unto them 
the whole counsel of God. He 
says also that he kept back noth- 
ing from them.

In the first of June in 1934, a tall, attractive girl finished 


Adamson High School in Dallas 


and immediately came into 


the office of the Fundamentalist Baptist Tabernacle (later 

ealled the Galilean Baptist Church) and went .to work. She 
was not hired. Though she was offered a good job as secre- 
tary toa doctor in Dallas, she took it only temporarily, declar- 
ing that she planned to work for Brother Rice. So she came, 


without salary, as a volunteer in 
the church office. She was there 
when, that fall, September 28, THE 
SWORD OF THE LORD began publica- 
tion. 


Two years before she had at- 
tended and been greatly blessed 
in an open-air revival campaign 
this editor held, out of which grew 
the Galilean Baptist Church, The 
radio mail, writing pamphlets, 
carrying on a Bible correspond- 
ence course made more office 
work than the one secretary Il 
had could do, along with the big 
church membership, so Viola Wal- 
den two years ahead of time 
changed her high-school course to 
include typing and_= shorthand, 
helped on Saturdays and vaca- 
tions in THE Sworp office, and 
prepared for the secretary’s work. 
It was to her a matter of offering 
herself to God for full-time ser- 
vice in getting out the Gospel. 


Miss Viola worked diligently 
eight hours a day, six days a 
week, and often overtime. 


I had no regular ‘salary from 
the church. I was personally re- 
sponsible for the daily radio

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broadcast expense and for the 
support of the two _ secretaries, 
but my conscience hurt me that 
Miss Viola for long months had 
no salary at all. I finally insisted 
that she talk to her mother and 
agree on some amount which I 
should pay her. She and her moth- 
er talked and suggested that I pay 
$4.00 a week for her board! And 
so it was for long months. Then 
finally more girls were employed 
and I paid them $10 a week each! 

Miss Viola set out to be perfect 
in all the work. She became a 
wonderful soul winner and has 
won hundreds of people to Christ. 
She did rapidly and thoroughly 
anything given her to do. She 
worked overtime without com- 
plaint and without reward. At 
first she did the work of a 
stenographer. Then she took over 
the subscription list and stencils 
of THE SWORD OF THE LORD, super- 
vising several workers. Then she 
became my secretary. She _ be- 
came so efficient and rapid in 
shorthand that often she took 
down for publication my rapic- 
speech sermons, 


Miss Viola traveled into Chi- 
cago for night school classes at 
Moody Bible Institute. She took 
a strong course in Journalism -in 
Wheaton College and is continu- 
ally studying the best available 
materials on Journalism, direct 
mail, selling, etc, 
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Miss Fairy Shappard, Advertis- 


ing Manager of _THE SWORD, 
came to us in June, 1935, took out 
three years for Bible institute and 
college. 


She writes ads on my _ books, 
does layout for the Sworp. She 
has prepared twenty big  note- 
books with my answers, indexed, 
to thousands of Bible questions 
and problems. She supervises the 
editorial secretaries and our artist, 
checks all gift mail, proof reads 
all SworD articles before publica- 
tion. She is an airline representa- 
tive, and so makes reservations 
and tickets for the editor and oth- 
er Sword travelers. 


For twenty-five years she has 
been one of the most loyal and 
efficient and devoted helpers. Now 
she is practically an executive as- 
sistant to the editor. Her father 
recently died, and now her mother 
lives with her in Wheaton and 
works with us at the Sword of- 
fice. I have no doubt she was 
called of God and fitted for this

A highly unusual “mission” was 
planned, promoted and produced 
by two Anglican priests a few 
weeks ago in England.

Cigarette Sales Set Record 
in 758 


Last year Americans smoked a 
total of nine trillion, 400 billion 
cigarettes. That is an average of 
185 packs of cigarettes for every 
person 15 years of age or older, 
according to the United States 
Agricultural Department’s report. 
This spiraling smoke set the 
“suckers” back five billion, seven 
hundred million dollars! The total 
was six per cent higher than the 
previous record established in 1957 
and the total for both 1957 and 
1958 is the highest cigarette con- 
sumption gain of any two-year 
period in American history. Yet 
the Department revealed that 
1959's figures are expected to top 
those of 1958. 

On the heels of this report came 
an announcement from the Ameri- 
can Medical Association that the 
smoke from just three cigarettes 
in a closed car is a potential cause 
of automobile accidents. The As- 
sociation said that vision is re- 
duced to a “dangerous” level as 
a result of carbon monoxide in 
the smoke. Warning drivers to 
hold smoking to-a minimum at 
night and at high altitudes, the 
the report said: “The adverse ef- 
fect of carbon monoxide, from ex-

How to Stay Healthy: Shut 
Your Trap! 

A British doctor told the Royal 
Health Society that one highly ef-s 
fective way of staying healthy is 
through keeping your mouth shut. 
Doctor L. G. Norman, who is chief 
medical officer for the London 
subway system, explained that si- 
lence is sanitary as well as golden. 
“During rush hours peo- 
ple stand with their noses as close 
together as twelve to eighteen 
inches. Yet Londoners are not un- 
duly susceptible to infectious di-< 
seases, British people traditionally 
do not converse in trains... 
There may be advantages in this 
national custom, as the closed 
ngputh minimizes the spread of 
infection.” 


The writer of this column is not 
a medical man but he is a minis- 
ter and I want you to know that 
policy of the closed mouth is 
beneficial for spirituality as well 
as for health.

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but then said that if one hated his 
brother or was angry with his 


brother, then he was in danger’ 


of judgment too. That just shows 
how bad it is in God’s eyes for us 
to be angry at others and wish to 
hurt them. How careful you and I 
need to be about our tempers and 
our tongues! 


Here is a story of two men who 
used their tongues in a very dif- 
ferent way than Allan did in the 
story of “The Angry Boy.” Al- 
though they were chained in pris- 
on and had been beaten terribly, 
the preachers Paul and Silas sang 
praises to God. Here is the story, 
based on Acts, chapter 16. 


Songs That Opened Prison 
| Doors 


One Sabbath morning two men 
named Paul and Silas were in a 
city called Philippi. There was no 
church house there but they start- 
ed out to hunt for a place where 
people were worshiping God. Down 
on the banks of a river they 
found some Jewish women, who 
met there every Sabbath day to 
pray. As his custom was, Paul 
talked with them about the Lord 
Jesus. A woman named Lydia was 
converted, and so were others in 
her house. As Paul was a stranger 
in the city, Lydia insisted that he 
should make her house his home 
while he was there. 


Now, in that town there lived a 
young woman who did not have 
her right mind. She could talk in 
such a queer way that the people 
who worshiped idols said that the 
gods spoke through her. They 
could come to find out what was 
going to happen to them in the fu- 
ture, or get her to tell them where 
to find things that they had lost. 
When they came to her she would 
have a spell of some kind, and 
would mumble queer things, and 
then the men who owned her—for 
she was a slave girl—would pre- 
tend that they knew what she 
meant and would tell the people. 
As everyone who came had to pay 
something, the gir’s masters made 
a great deal of money. 


One day this girl saw Paul and 
his companions and in some way, 
half-witted though she was, the 
girl knew that these men were 
different from the other men of 
the town. As she followed them 
along the street she would scream 
out: “These men are servants of 
the Most High God, who proclaim 
unto you the way of salvation.” 
Day after day this happened until 
finally, one day, Paul turned and 
commanded the evil spirit to come 
out of her. And the girl was heal- 
ed. No more could she mumble 
those queer sayings. But when 
her masters saw it, they knew that 
she could make no more money for 
them. They were furious. How 
dare these men to do this thing? 
So they attacked Paul and Silas 
and began to stir up the people 
against them. 


Now Philippi was not a Jewish 
city, and the Jews were not well 
liked, because they seemed queer 
to other people who worshiped 
the heathen gods. So these men 
said: “These Jews are coming here 
and making trouble for our city, 
and they are saying things that 
are against our laws.” In a little 
while they stirred up a mob, who 
seized Paul and Silas and dragged 
them before the rulers of the city.

No doubt they went away 
planning to make more trouble 
for the two prisoners.

and Silas happy even in the prison 
cell, but they listened and wonder- 
ed. 


Suddenly at midnight their sing- 
ing ceased; a great earthquake 
shook the building, and strange 
things happened. The doors of the 
prison swung open but the prison- 
ers were too frightened to escape. 
The jailer thought of course they 


‘had gone and he was about to kill 


himself, because in those days the 
jailer would have been killed if 
prisoners escaped, and he knew it. 
But even as he drew his sword, a 
voice called to him through the 
darkness: “Do thyself no harm, 
for we are all here.” It wasPaul 
and Silas talking, This jailer 
couldn’t believe it. He called for 
a light and sprang into the jail to 
see if it was so. And it was! He 
dropped on his knees before these 
two men his prisoners, and said: 
“What must I do to be saved?” 
And they answered, “Believe on 
the Lord Jesus, and thou shalt be 
saved.”” He believed and was bap- 
tized. He washed the wounds of 
Paul and Silas and gave them 
food. 

The story of all this traveled 
fast and when the rulers of the 
town heard it, they were frighten- 
ed, and early in the morning sent 
word to the jailer that the men 
were to be set free. But Paul and 
Silas had not been tried in a fair 
way, and Paul wasn’t going to 
sneak off. He said: “‘If the rulers 
want us to go, they can come and 
take us out so that the people 
will know that they set us free.” 
The rulers did come, and they not 
only asked the men to leave pris- 
on, but begged them to leave the 
town. After a little time spent in 
the home of Lydia, talking to the 
Christians, Paul and Silas left 
Philippi to go to another city to 
tell the people about Jesus. The 
jailer must have become a mem- 
ber of the church that had been 


‘started by Paul and Silas at Phil- 


ippi. Many years after, Paul wrote 
a beautiful letter to them, and 
you can find and read it today, 
for it is in your very own Bible.

in a few years. He was mistaken, 
of course. 


The Millerites (the Seventh-Day 
Adventists grew out of the Mil- 
lerite group) thought that Christ 
would come in 1843 or 1844. They 
prepared for His coming, but they 
were mistaken. 

The Anglo-Israel group — an- 
nounced that Christ was coming 
in September, 1936, and one of 
their preachers on the West Coast 
widely heralded this teaching. He 
was mistaken.

Christian people thought that the

During World War II it was 
widely taught by  premillennial 
teachers that Mussolini would 
probably be the Antichrist, that he 
would restore the Roman Empire 
as he had announced he would. 
They were mistaken, Mussolini is 
dead. 


Ten years ago in Los Angeles, 
in 1949, Dr. Billy Graham said, 
“T will give the world two years,” 
before Christ’s coming. He has 
already missed it eight years. Set- 
ting dates or approximate dates 
for Christ’s coming is a bad busi- 
ness which has always failed and 
which is forbidden in the Bible. 


Here are some of the Scriptures 
and evidences that no one can tell 
ahead of time when Christ will 
come, 


I certainly believe that He may 
come at any moment, but there is 
no way by which anyone can know 
ahead of time, as I understand the 
Scriptures. 


1. New Testament Christians 
were repeatedly commanded to 
watch for Christ’s appearing, Sec- 
ond Coming, and we are so com- 


manded, as an event which might 


happen at any time. 

“Watch therefore: for ye know 
not what hour your Lord doth 
come” (Matt. 24:42). 

“Therefore be ye also ready: for 
in such an hour as ye think not 
the Son of man cometh.” (Matt. 
24:44). 

“Watch therefore, for ye know 
neither the day nor the _ hour 
wherein the Son of man cometh” 
(Matt. 25:13). 

“Take ye heed, watch and 
pray: for ye know not when the 
time is’ (Mark 13:33). 

“Watch ye therefore: for ye 
know not when the master. of the 
house cometh, at even, or at mid- 
night, or at the cockcrowing, or.in 
the morning: Lest coming sud- 
denly he find you sleeping. And 
what I say unto you I say unto all, 
Watch” (Mark 13:35-37). 

We are warned that as the peo- 
ple before the flood “‘knew not un- 
til the flood came, and took them 
all away; so shall also the coming 
of the Son of man be.” That is, 
utterly unexpected. We are 
warned that Christ’s coming will 
be as sudden, unexpected and un- 
predictable, as a thief in the night. 

These Scriptures plainly teach 
that Christ’s coming is imminent, 
that is, it might come at any 
time, unexpected, with no way to 
foretell when it will come. A thief 
does not warn you exactly when to 
expect him to steal. 

According to these Scriptures, 
then Christ could have come be- 
fore World War I or before World 
War II, or before the rise of com- 
munism, or before modernism took 
over principal denominations in 
America. Therefore these are not 
signs of Christ’s coming and noth- 
ing else .could be a sign to indicate 
when He would come, if these 
Scriptures be taken at literal face 
value. 

2. We are plainly told in the 
Scriptures that no one can know 
the day or the hour or the times 
and seasons of the Second Coming. 

“But of that day and _ hour 
knoweth no man, no, not the an- 


gels of heaven, but my Father 
only” (Matt. 24:36). No man on 
earth and not even the _ angels 


know the time of the Second Com- 
ing. And in,Mark 13:32 we are 
told that even the Son of God 
while on earth did not know the 
time of the Second Coming. Mark 
13:33 says, “Ye know not when the 
time is.” Mark 13:35 says, “Ye 
know not when the master of the 
house cometh.” 

In Acts 1:7, when the disciples 
had asked, ‘‘Lord, wilt thou at this 
time restore again the kingdom 
to Israel?” Jesus said unto them, 
“It is not for you to know the 
times-or the seasons, which the 
Father hath put in his own pow- 
er.”’ No one is supposed to know 
the time of the Second Coming 
and to try to find out what God 
has intentionally hidden from men 
is not only foolish, but I think 
wrong in principle and disobedient. 

3. The whole matter of. finding 
“signs of Christ’s coming” has de- 
veloped on a misunderstanding of 
the word “sign.” 

The word is not used in the Bi- 


ble as a portent of some future 
event. It means really a miracle, 
a wonder, a manifestation of God. 
Christ’s resurrection is called a 
sign (Matt. 12:39, 40). That is, a 
marvelous manifestation of 
Christ’s deity. See John 3:18, 
John 4:48, John. 20:30,,.Acts. 2:19, 
Acts 2:22, etc. A sign or wonder 
or miracle might be given to prove 
that some man was a prophet of 
God like Elijah was authenticated 
on Mount Carmel by fire from 
Heaven, or like the resurrection of 
Christ proved His deity. But the 
Bible does not use the term “sign” 
as some indication of an approach- 
ing event. 


That has been wholly misunder- 
stood in Matthew 24:3 where the 
disciples asked Jesus, ‘“‘What shall 
be the sign of thy coming, and of 
the end of the world?” In the 
first place, they did not ask for a 
sign of the rapture, but of the end 
of the age, when Christ should 
come back to reign on the earth. 
In the second place, the sign will 
be the literal appearance of Christ 
returning from Heaven, “Immedi- 
ately after the tribulation,” as we 
see in Matthew 24:29, 30. Christ’s 
coming in glory is itself the sign. 
But that refers not to the rapture, 
but to the later return of Christ 
and the saints to reign. 


In Luke 21:28, the Scripture 
says, “And when these things be- 
gin to come to pass, then look up, 
and lift up your heads; for your 
redemption draweth nigh.” But 
again that refers to the same 
thing, “Then shall they see the 
Son of man coming in a_ cloud 
with power and great glory,” as 
the preceding verse tells us (see 
Luke 21:27, 28). After the rap- 
ture, the things of Daniel’s seven- 
tieth week and the tribulation 
period are scheduled and marked 
out in definite periods of days, 
months, and years, so one can 
know when Christ will return to 
reign. But there are no evidences 
to precede the rapture, as far as I 
can tell. 

4. But is not the regathering of 
Israel in the land of Palestine now 
the prophesied “budding of the 
fig tree”? 

No, it is not. That budding of 
the fig tree described in Matthew 
24:29-33 is to be (a) “immediately 
after the tribulation of those 
days,’ not preceding the rapture. 
(b) It Will be a complete regath- 
ering by the angels, supernatural 
and all inclusive (see Matthew 
24: 31) and as many Scriptures in- 
dicate it will involve the conver- 
sion of Israel. The present small 
group of Jews in Palestine are not 
converted, and they are not super- 
naturally regathered. The regath- 
ering of Israel is plainly foretold 
in Deuteronomy 30:1-6 and in 
Matthew 24:31 and in Romans 11: 
26, 27. But that regathering is 
supernatural and involves’ every 
Jew left alive on the earth and in- 
volves the conversion of the Jews. 

5. It is said there must be “a 
great falling away” immediately 
preceding the rapture. 

That interpretation comes from 
a misunderstanding of the term in 
II Thessalonians 2:3, “Let no man 
deceive you by any means: for 
that shall not come, except there 
come a falling away first, and that 
man of sin be revealed, the son of 
perdition.” First, that Scripture 
does not speak of the rapture, but 
the day of the Lord when Christ 
will reign on the earth, as the pre- 
ceding verse shows. And the 
“falling away” is a translation of 


a Greek word apostasia which is 
only used twice in the New Testa- 
ment. It is translated in this case 
in II Thessalonians 2:3 as “falling 
away.” It is translated ‘‘forsake” 
in Acts 21:21. It is true that our 
word apostasy, coming from this 
Greek word, in the English lan- 
guage means a falling away in 
doctrine or allegiance, but the 
meaning was not so limited in 
Greek. The similar Greek word 
wpostasion is used for divorce or 
divorcement. The word instead of 
being translated falling away 
could have been translated depar- 
ture, according to good usage in 
Greek, and it probably means that. 
And the Scripture makes more 
sense that way too. If you say 
the day of the Lord when Christ 
returns to reign cannot happen un- 
ti] there comes a rapture, that is, 
until the saints depart from this 
earth, then that is much clearer 
than the other meaning usually 
read into this Scripture. The 
truth is that the Bible nowhere 
else intimates that there is to be 
a particular great departure from 
the faith immediately - before — 
Christ returns, by which men 
could know to expect Christ’s 
coming. That is simply not taught 
in the Bible. It is the manufac- 
tured doctrine by good men who 
rmean well, but they did not get 
that teaching from the Bible it- 
self. 


6. But does not the Bible speak 
of “the last days’? 

Yes it does, but always the term 
last days in the New Testament 
refers to the whole New Testa- 
ment age. So in Acts 2:16, 17, 
Peter at Pentecost says, “But this 
is that which was spoken by the 
prophet Joel; And it shall come to 
pass in the last days, saith God, I 
will pour out of my Spirit upon 
all flesh....” So the coming of 
the Holy Spirit at Pentecost and 
on to “that great and notable day 
of the Lord” in the future is all a 
fulfillment of the prophecy about 
this New Testament age _ called 
here “the last days.” Hebrews 1; 
1, 2, divides time up into “times 
past” in the Old Testament and 
“these last days’ since the per- 
sonal ministry of Jesus Christ. 
'“The last days’ here means the 
time beginning with the personal 
ministry of Jesus, lasting on 
through Pentecost, to the end of 
this age. In John 2:18, we are 
plainly told, “Whereby we know 
that it is the last time.” If one 
checks carefully those famous 
passages in I Timothy 4:1, Il Tim-

One of the strong business men 
in the city of New York, who was 
not a Christian, told me that he 
liked his minister; this minister 
has the reputation of saying very

afraid to tell me where I am 
wrong.” 

Paul was evidently that sort of 
preacher. He was a persona] 
preacher. He said, “I went from 
house to house beseeching you.” I 
think he is a marvelous inspira- 
tion. I should like to have seen him 
when he stood upon Mars Hill and 
preached that matchless sermon 
ef his. I should like to have been 
near him when he was dictating 
the epistle to the Romans, send- 
ing it out to the utmost bounds of 
the empire as logic set on fire. But 
I think I should like to have seen 
him in some of the homes. I 
should like to have seen him in 


"the midst of a family circle talk- 


ing about Jesus.

He was a personal preacher. He 
was also an evangelistic preacher. 
‘He was in a great line. He was 
following John the Baptist who 
said, ‘Repent ye.” He was walk- 
ing in the footsteps of Jesus who 
said, “Except ye repent.” He was 
following close to St. Peter who 
said, “Repent and be _ baptized. 
Turn unto him and live.” He was 
Starting a great line of preachers. 

Whitefield thundered out re- 
}pentance, the power of John 
|Wesley’s message was repentance, 
the thrill of Moody’s story was re- 
pentance, and the thing that made 
Edwards great our land was 
this: he was not afraid to tell men 
that they had sinned against God, 
neither was he afraid to call them 
to repentance. 

Therefore, it would seem to me 
that I am speaking as I ought to 
speak when I say, “Repentance to- 
ward God, faith toward our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” I believe you will 
agree with me when I say that 
there will be no repentance until, 
first of all, we understand some- 
thing about sin. 

When I was a minister in New 
York City, in common with other 
ministers I was pleading for a re- 
vival. I agreed with every other 
evangelical minister in the city to 
preach on a certain Sunday with 
this in mind. I remember when 
that Sunday came I took as my 
plea the Great Commission, and I 
called upon the members of my 
church to go out into fields white 
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LAST CALL!

My old college president was a 
member of my congregation. 
Therefore he .was not afraid to 
come up to the minister and lay 
his hand upon his shoulder and 
say, “I think you have made a 
mistake. I question,” said he, “if 
New York City will ever be 
stirred. I question if men _ will 
ever be aroused from their indif- 
ference. I question if men will 
ever feel the need of a Saviour 
until we get back to the old days 
where we preached the exceeding 
sinfulness of sin.” Therefore, I 
should like to say this evening 
that I do not think there will be 
repentance until we know’ what 
sin is. 

Sin! Why its progress is like 
the trail of the serpent. Upon 
every book in the Old Testament, 
| upon every page of the New 
Testament, upon every story in 
history, sin has left its mark. Up- 
on every nation under the sun sin 
has left its mark. In every home 
that has ever been established it 
has left its mark. Sin is its own 
detective. It has left its mark 
everywhere. In the life.of the 
woman who ought to have the 
very highest respect from those 
who are members of her household 
and her friends, it has left its 
mark. 

Sin! It could take your boy out 
of your arms and drag him down 
to despair, and break your heart. 
SIN! When you say it, you hear 
the hiss of the serpent in Eden. 
Do not think that men will ever 
repent until they begin to under- 
stand what Sin is. 

But there is another thing that 
we must also know. It is not only 
sin against society, it is not only 
sin against your mother, your fa- 
ther, it is not only sin against the 
church, but sin is against God. A 
man told me yesterday that he ex- 
pected to reform. Very well, re- 
form and you will touch yourself 
and your present, but you won't 
touch your past sin. You may re- 
solve to be better from today, but 
your resolution does not touch 
yesterday. Reformation fails, reso- 
lution is powerless, sin is against 
God and demands repentance and 
atonement. 

In the city of New York there 
was a mother who saved her lit- 
tle girl, ten years of age, when 
she was in a burning building. 
The mother’s hands were protect- 
ed, and her body was_ protected, 
but her face was unprotected and 


—— 


it was badly burned. Not with all 
the skill of New York physicians 


/ 


could she be restored to anything 
like her former comeliness. She 
was horrible to see. She always 
went around her home and in the 
streets of our city with a veiled 
face. 

One day she went to one of the 
Sixth Avenue elevated stations 
and was waiting for a train when 
a company of school girls came in. 
The opening of the door caused a 
gust of wind to pass through the 
station. It lifted her veil and 
threw it back.. Before she could 
recover herself thé school girls 
saw her disfigured countenance. 
One girl was her own child, and 
when the girls stepped back in 
horror as they looked on that 
face, this girl failed “to acknowl- 
edge her mother or speak to her. 

You shudder at that, but I think 
it is a small thing in comparison 
with the sin against God. He is 
infinite in His love, marvelous in 
His compassion, endless in His 
mercy. And you have sinned 
against God. “Repentance toward 
God, and faith toward our Lord 
Jesus Christ” is necessary. 


But I have an idea that some of 
you are saying, “What is repent- 
ance?” In the Old Testament I 
am told that the word means to 
sigh or to groan, and in the New 
Testament, to turn around. Put the 
words together and you have the 
beginning of a definition. Repent- 
ance—it is being sorry for sin,.but 
it is turning away from sin with 
God’s help. 

I heard an Anglican Lord 
Bishop say on our journey to Aus- 
tralia that repentance was com- 
ing back to and walking with God, 
and going as far back as you 
wandered away. And it occurred 
to me that the going back was a 
great deal easier than going away, 
because in the gotng back we have 
the arm of Jesus around us. 

Repentance is sorrow for sin—at 
least, that is, part of it. Sorrow 
for sin because other people are 
hurt, 


I know of a man who lived in 
the state of New York. He was a 
brilliant lawyer, a university man 
who became addicted to. strong 
drink. He all but killed his wife 
and children, and one day his lit- 
tle boy ran to my friend the minis- 
ter and said, “Come as quickly as 
you can, Father is intoxicated 
again.” 

And my friend rushed through 
the streets with the boy and 
reached the door of the hovel only 
to find a woman standing there 
with.a white face. She said to my 
friend, “Sir, he is dead.” And the 
little fellow ran up and threw his 
arms round his mother’s waist and 
said, “Mother, aren’t you glad! 
Aren’t you glad?” 

I told that story in Sydney, 
Australia, and the next day a 
young lawyer met me on the 
street and said, “That story of 
yours is not fanciful. My father 
is a judge in Sydney, and if at this 
moment I should hear that he was 
dead I would get on the tram car 
and go out to the edge of the city 
and I would take my old gray- 
haired mother in my arms and say, 
‘Mother, he is dead. No more 
heartaches, no more blows, no 
more anguish, as you wait for 
him.’ 9») 

Remorse on account of sin is 
also a part of repentance. Re- 
morse because sin hurts yourself. 
Repentance is also contrition, be- 
cause sin is against God. 

But you must put all these to- 
gether. Sorrow for sin, remorse 
On account of sin, contrition be- 
cause of sin. Then what else? Do 
what the prodigal did. Say this, 
“T will arise, and go to my father.” 
He arose and went. That is re- 
pentance. 

Years ago I used to go to a 
Methodist camp meeting in the 
United States. It was a very old- 
fashioned camp meeting. ‘They 
gloried in the fact that it was old- 
fashioned. I was there one parti- 
cular summer and they told me 
that the preceding summer they 
had a very distinguished doctor of 
divinity there from the city of 
New York and he had preached to 
them on repentance in such a 
scholarly way that they were not 
at all sure that they ever had re- 
pented, and the _ longer he 
preached the more confused they 
were. At that meeting also was a 
famous old preacher who was 
known all over the State. He was 
not much of a speaker. His gram- 
matical mistakes were many, but 
God used him. When the doctor 
of divinity finished his celebrated 
sermon on repentance this old man 


rose up and said, “Will you allow 
me to preach on repentance? I 
will take five minutes to do it.” 
Upon his cane he began to walk 
down the aisle, and every step he 
took he said this, “I am going to 
Hell.” You can imagine the effect 
of that. A little bit startled, the 
people began to get up all around 
the building to see him go. He 
got about two-thirds of the way 
down the aisle, and the interest 
was at a fever heat, when sudden- 
‘ly he turned squarely about and 
said, “I am going to MHeaven.” 
Getting up on the platform he 
‘said, “That is repentance.” Just 


\ right-about-face! Turn away from 


sin, away from the thing that 
hurts you. 

I know this, that you may sor- 
row until your tears are almost 
blood, that you may have remorse 
until reason would give way, and 
yet never, never repent. Repent- 
ance is being so sorry for sin that 
with God’s help you will give it 
up. 

Will you do it? Hear me then, 
in God’s name don’t wait, for if 
you wait until tomorrow there 
must be a deeper repentance. Do 
not delay, because that is the rea- 
son why men must struggle so to 
be saved. They have delayed too 
long. 

“Repentance toward God, faith 
toward our Lord Jesus Christ.” 
Here is a man who says he cannot 
believe. Very well, have you re- 
pented? A man told me the other 
day that he thought we preachers 
had an intangible way of present- 
ing salvation. It is faith, faith, 
faith. He said that no man out 
in the world'could appreciate that. 
Well, you can appreciate this: 
Have you repented? Answer it— 
have you repented? If you have, 
then listen. 

Faith is the gift of God. Have 
you done your part? You _ say, 
“What is faith?” I will tell you 
what it is. It is taking the prom- 
ises in this Book and. accepting 
them. It is standing upon God’s 
sure Word and saying, ‘I cannot 
understand this, but I will stand 
here upon it, and wait the solution 
of the mystery.’ That is faith. It 
is accepting the testimony of 
other men. 

One night there came up to the 
Water Street Mission an old man 
who had been there three times 
before the same night. The last 
call was at one o'clock in the 
morning. Mr. S. M. Hadley, my 
beloved friend, went down to open 
the door, and he saw before him 
this old man. He was over six 
feet tall, but he was bent not only 
with age but with sin until he 
looked almost like a dwarf. His 
hair was matted, his beard was 
unkempt, his coat was fastened to- 
gether at the top with a _ nail, 
which proved that he had on noth- 
ing under the coat. He had some 
old pieces of carpet wrapped 
around his feet. He leaned upon 
a mop stick to support himself. 
So wretched was he that he could 
scarcely open his eyes. That man 
had been the law partner of one 


of the men who was in Abraham 
Lincoln’s cabinet. Sin brought 
him down. Mr. Hadley looked at 
him, and said, “Colonel, you can- 
not come in.” And the old colonel, 
leaning upon his mop stick, his 
poor old feet so sore that he could 
scarcely walk, went on down un- 
der the Brooklyn bridge. 


Mr. Hadley went up to his bed 
but he could not sleep. At three 
o’clock in the morning he went 
out after the man, and found him 
lying huddled together at the foot 
of one of the piers of the Brook- 
lyn bridge. Mr. Hadley was a 
lame man himself, but he stooped 
down and took the colonel in his 
arms and fairly dragged him along 
the streets. He bathed him with 
his own hand and put him into his 
own bed to sleep. The next morn- 
ing he clothed him and when the 
night came, with his arms round 
about him, he led him to the peni- 
tent form, and the old _ colonel} 
dropped down on his knees and 
buried his face in his hands. He 
stained that famous altar with his 
tears, and he said, “God be merci- 
ful to me a sinner.” Instantly he 
rose up and the chains were gone, 


He went back to his old law 
practice, and was restored to his 
old position. One night he came 
into my meeting with his gray 
hair brushed from his brow, with 
his eyes shining and his face bear- 
ing all the marks of refinement of 
his own nature, and that of his 
mother back of him. 


What made the change? I will 
tell you. Jesus. Just accept Him, 
and then come to the foot of the 
cross and look up into the face of 
Jesus and say, “Jesus, Master, I 
will acknowledge Thee,” and do it 
—do it now. And then start from 
that point and keep trusting and 
following Him. 

We have a remarkable man out 
in Chicago, Mr. Dooley. You have 
read his books and his sayings in 
the newspaper. He said, “You have 
got to start believing to have an 
argument for your. belief, and 
when you start. the arguments will 
spring out of the ground.” They 
will come from the heavens, they 
will face you whichever way you 
turn. Start now.

telling about what she “aimed” to 
do. Everytime the preacher would 
preach on anything special, she 
would say at the next testimony 


meeting, “I aim to do it.” If he 
preached on prayer, she would 
say, “I aim to pray.” If she 


preached on giving, she would Say, 
“{ aim to give.” If he preached 
on soul winning, she would say, “TI 
aim to win souls.” If he preached 
on consecration, she would say, “I 
aim to consecrate my life to God.” 
One night she stood up in a testi- 
mony meeting and said, “I aim to 
do so and so.” 

When she sat down the pastor 
said, “Mrs. So and So, you have 
been a member of this church 
twenty years. God bless you. You 
have been ‘aiming’ ever since I 
have been here. I have heard you 
‘aim’ to pray, ‘aim’ to give, ‘aim’ 
to win the lost, ‘aim’ to yield your 
life to God, and ‘aim’ to have a 
family altar. You have had your 
@un cocked and been ‘aiming’ for 
twenty years. Now, Sister, for 
God’s sake, go ahead and shoot.” 

I believe with all my heart if 
God's people would live as they 
talk and carry out their holy in- 
entions, we would see a stirring 
in the midst of God’s people the 
like of which we have never seen. 
Jesus said, ‘You have shut up the 
gates of heaven by rendering lip 
service only.” By our big talking 
and small living we shut the gates 
of Heaven against people who ac- 
tually want to be saved and want 
to go in. 


II. By Indifference to Human 
Needs 

In verse 4, Jesus said, “For they 
bind heavy burdens and grievous 
to be borne, and lay them on 
men’s shoulders; but they them- 
selves will not move’ them with 
one of their fingers.” Jesus said, 
“These leaders, these professing 
Christians, are not interested in 
the burdens of human. beings.” 
Suppose Mrs. Malone were com- 
ing down the aisle with something 
that weighed as much as an organ. 


(I don’t think she could carry 
anything that big, but suppose she 
could.) Suppose I were walking 
in front of her saying, “Now 
Joyce, bring it right on down the 
aisle and set it right over there 
so Brother Bob can play it. It is 
awful heavy, isn’t it?” 

“Yes, terribly heavy.” 

“Well, it isn’t much farther.” 


If that were to happen, some of 
the women would kick me before 
the service was over. They would 
say, “What kind of a man is he to 
let someone struggle under a load 
and not even offer to help.” 


Jesus. said to these _ religious 
leaders, ‘When you see the heavy 
burdens on the hearts of God’s 
people and you do not put one 
little finger under the load, you 
are guilty of shutting up the gates 
of heaven against people who 
would enter in.’ My friends, the 
sin of indifference to human needs 
did not die with the generation of 
Jesus. The Christian people of 
this generation are guilty of it. 
There are many Christians today 
who care not what is happening to 


-other people just so long as they 


and their family are in good 
health, so long as they have a job, 
so long as no one in their family 
is in the hospital, so long as their 
bills are paid, so long as things 
are going well for them. This is 
contrary to the very essence of 
Christianity. Jesus said, ‘You 
won’t put one little finger to help 
lift the burdens of other. people.’ 

I would like to ask you, “How 
long has it been since you, in all 
sincerity, have tried to take the 
load off some. child of God, lift 
some human burden and carry it 
yourself?” I don’t do as much of 
it as I ought to. I know I don't, 
and I get under conviction when I 
read this chapter. Many times I 
have prayed, ‘God, give me 
stronger shoulders to help carry 
more burdens for people.” I be- 
lieve with all my heart that God 
wants every Christian to be inter- 
ested in this thing. 


III. By Unscriptural Giving

othy 3:1, and following, and II 
Peter 3:3, he will see that each of 
them referred to the time then 
present when God spoke of “the 
latter times,” “the last days,” etc. 
The Bible nowhere describes how 
things will be immediately before 
the rapture when Christ shall 
come to call away His saints. On 
the contrary, wars, rumors of 
wars, sin, false doctrine, apostasy 
are all mentioned as the charac- 
teristics of this whole New Testa- 
ment age. 

i. “The time of the end” men- 
tioned in Daniel 12:4 and several 
other passages in Daniel refers 
clearly to the Great Tribulation 
time about which Daniel prophe- 
sied. 

A note on page 919 in the Sco- 
field Reference Bible lists these 
Scriptures and explains thém so. 
It is not now “the time of the 
end,’ and people who claim to 
have some special understanding 
or revelation are either self de- 
ceived or are deceiving others. 

8. But do the messages to the 
seven churches in Asia, as given in 
Revelation, chapters two and 
three, figure periods in this age 
leading up to the end? 

No, they do not. The Bible nev- 
er claims anything like that, Our 
Plymouth Brethren friends found 
that spiritualizing of the Scrip- 
tures pleasing to the fancy, and 
their influence led Dr. Scofield to 
put it in the Scofield notes. But 
the churches mentioned were real 
churches then existing, the warn- 
ings and counsel God gave to them 
are profitable to us too, but there 
is no indication in the Bible itself 
that God intended the churches to 
represent periods in church _his- 
tory. It is never safe to teach 
that a certain thing is a type of 
some spiritual truth unless there 
are other Scriptures which teach 
the same thing. 

9. Great harm comes tien the 
teaching that certain signs show 
the rapture must be soon. 

And Christians are discouraged 
in their work. They say that fall- 
ing away in sin is worse, that re- 
vivals are not as successful, that 
work does not have the same re-

Another harm done is that peo- 
ple pay more attention to what the 
newspapers say and trying to 
judge current events than they do 
in happy, glad watching for Jesus 
simply because the Bible com- 
mands us to do so. 


Another harm is that countless 
thousands have fixed their hopes 
on certain dates and then they 
nave been chagrined and_ disillu- 
sioned and sometimes their faith 
has been wrecked, when they ex- 
pected the coming of the Saviour 
at a certain time by a misinter- 
pretation of some Scripture. At 
this time there is a great reluc- 
tance to preach on the _ second 
coming of Christ because so many 
people have set dates and prom- 
ised and promised that Christ 
would come soon and He has not 
come. The disillusionment has 
turned many from preaching the 
imminent coming of Christ to 
preaching a post-tribulation rap- 
ture. Some have turned to amil- 
lennialism. When_ premillennial 
truth is mixed up with a great lot 
of speculation and teaching about 
when Jesus is certain to come, 
then a lot of intelligent and spir- 
itual people will be disillusioned 
and so they may cease to look for 
Jesus to come. 


The nh Jesus may come to- 
day. My heart cried out, “Even 
so, come, Lord Jesus.” 
forgive us for the presumption of 
Setting dates or pretending to 
know when He will come when 
He has plainly told us, “It is not 
for you to know the times or the 
seasons.” 


Thank you, dear brother, for 
taking time to read this. I hope 
that this gives briefly what you 
wanted to know about the Scrip- 
tures as I understand them on the 
matter of no signs to show when 
Jesus will come.

Notice 
something here. Some people say 
that there is no place in the New 
Testament where Jesus put His 
hand of approval on tithing. That 
is not true. Jesus said, “These 
ought ye to have done.” That is 
plain enough for me, Jesus said, 
‘You tithe; you ought to. tithe.’ 
This is New Testament, not Old 
Testament. Every Christian should 
be a tither. That is what the Bi- 
ble teaches. 


During our Sunday School Con- 
ference a preacher told of a grocer 
in North Carolina, where he lives 
and preaches, who was not a saved 
man. No one could do anything 
with him. His wife was a Chris- 
tian. She had the preacher come 
to see him, and the grocer insulted 
him and dared him to ever come 
back again. After a few months, 
the grocer sent for the preacher. 
He said, “I want to talk to you 
about being a Christian and join- 
ing the church.” The surprised 
preacher went to his store. The 
grocer said, ‘Preacher, I know you 
are surprised that I sent for you.” 


He said, “I surely am. The last 
time I talked to you, you were 
not very much interested in the 
things of God.” 

“No, I wasn’t, and I am going 
to tell you what changed me.” 

This is the story he told. ‘There 
is a Christian man who belongs to 
your church, and every Friday 
night he comes into my store and 
buys groceries. I cash his check 
for him. Week after week, month 
after month, and year after year, 
I have seen him do a particular 
thing which caused me to know 
that Christianity is real in at least 
one man’s life. I cannot get over 
it.” 

The preacher asked, “What does 
he do.” : 


“This man makes about $100 a 
week. I cash his check every Fri- 
day night. When he gets it cashed, 
he takes a ten dollar bill, one 
tenth of his pay check, folds it up, 
and before he pays for the gro- 
ceries, he puts the money in his 
billfold, before he does anything 
else, he puts that’ ten dollars in a 
little compartment of his billfold. 
I thought at first he might be try- 
ing to hide it from his wife, but 
one Friday night I said to him, 
‘What are you doing that for? I 
have noticed that little peculiarity 
about you for a long time.’ ” 

This man said, “Sir, I am a 
Christian. My family and I are 
Christians; we go to God’s house 
every Sunday morning and every 
Sunday night. As the Bible teach- 
es, I give a tenth of my income to 
God.” 

The grocer thought about that 
incident, and strange as it seems, 
that got him under conviction so 
that he sent for the preacher and 
asked him to tell how to get the 
kind of Christianity that worker 
had. 

My friends, the greatest need in 
Emmanuel Baptist Church and 
every church is for God’s people 
to do as the Word of God teaches. 
Christians shut up the gates of 
Heaven against men when they do 
not give. Many a church would 
have been built, many a Sunday 
School building would have. been 
built, many a missionary would 
have been sent, many a work of 
God would have been done if God’s 
people had obeyed God’s Word in 
the matter of scriptural giving. 

Nobody taught me what the 
Bible says about giving. I went for 
years as a Christian and never 
heard on sermon on tithing. The 


“tithe” mentioned, I did not even 
know what it meant. I learned 
about tithing in reading the Word 
of God. More is said in the Bible 
about giving than nearly any 
other subject. We claim to be 
Bible-believing, fundamental, Je- 
sus-loving people; and Jesus said, 

. these ought ye to have done.” 
We say, “I don’t care what Je- 
sus said; I’m not going to do it.” 
That isn’t right. Any little child 
knows that is not right. I have ob- 
served that even children are more 
sensitive about this thing than 
grown folks are. Do you know 
why? They read their Bible and 
they say, “This is the way it is 
supposed to be done.” They don’t 
try to explain it away and say, 
“That is under law; this is under 
grace; that is for the Jew; this is 
for the Gentile; that was for gen- 
erations long ago, and this is for 
now.” They read “ ... these ought 
ye to have done,” and they say, 


“These things I ought to do.” God

proach for doing what the Bible 
teaches. Christians close up the 
gates of Heaven by unscriptural 
giving. 


IV. By Inconsistent Living 


In verse 24 Jesus said, “Ye blind 
guides, which strain at a gnat, and 
swallow a camel.” In the land of 
Palestine a gnat was the smallest 
insect and a camel was the biggest 
animal a Jew ever saw. Jesus said, 
“ . «+ you strain at a gnat, and 
swallow a camel.” The Jews 
actually had a habit of straining 
all liquids through a very porous 
cloth, like our cheese cloth of to- 
day. Every liquid, no matter 
whether water or the fruit of the 
vine, was strained through a cloth 
because gnats were everywhere. 
When Jesus said, “Ye blind guides, 
which strain at a gnat, and swallow 
a camel,” He was saying, “You are 
meticulous about some things and 
careless about others.” 

A few years ago Mrs.. Malone 
was talking to a young lady who 
asked, “Do the ladies in your 
church. wear make-up?” 

Mrs. Malone said, “Some do and 
some don’t.” 

Make-up is not:a basis of fellow- 
ship as far as I’m concerned—the 
blood of Jesus is. I don’t care 
whether you wear any or not. We 
are not going to exalt the people 
that don’t wear it or abase the 
ones that wear it as long as they 
use good judgment about it. After 


Mrs. Malone told her that some 


do and some don’t, this young lady 
said, “Oh, I couldn’t do that.” She 
strained that gnat out. It wasn’t 
long before that girl, crying, 
troubled, and heartbroken, called 
and said, “We are having trouble 
in our home. Mr. Malone, would 
you help me?” 

I said, “Yes, I’ll be glad to talk 
to you.” 

I went to their home, and this 
young woman, a professing Chris- 
tian who strained at a gnat, said, 
“Our trouble is, Mr. Malone, we 
have never been married. We 
are living together in what is call- 
ed a common-law marriage.” 

I thought, “How in God’s name 
can a woman strain out the gnat 
of make-up and swallow the camel 
of common-law marriage?” There 
are many Christians who strain at 
a gnat and swallow a camel, “In- 
consistent living,” Jesus __ said, 
“shuts up the gates of Heaven 
against men,” . 


V. By False Profession 


Jesus said in verse 33, “Ye ser- 
pents, ye generation of vipers, how 
can ye escape the damnation of 
hell?” Here were religious people 
who were lost, that were going to 
Hell, and they didn’t even know 
their condition. That is tragic. I 
have seen many similar cases, I 
once asked a young lady who had

a Bible in her hand which she had 
marked through and through with 
her own pencil, “Are you a Chris- 
tian?” She didn’t even know what 
I meant. 

Some years ago I was holding a 
revival meeting in a town in North 
Carolina. A fine young woman who 
had been playing the organ all 
through the meeting stopped play- 
ing right in the midst of the in- 
vitation hymn. (I thought the 
power had gone off.) She left the 
organ and came to be saved. When 
I went to shake hands with her, 
she said, “Mr. Malone, for many 
years I have played that organ; 
I’ve taken an active part in the 
church, but I have never been sav- 
ed.” She was going to Hell and 
didn’t know it. How could a person 
who is lost and doesn’t know it 
keep from closing the gates of 
Heaven in the face of others? 


MY DECISION 

I have read Dr. Malone’s sefs- 
mon entitled, ‘Closing the Gates 
of Heaven,” and I know that I 
have failed God in one or more 
of the ways Dr. Malone mention- 
ed.
